Fall Text of the Regulations Governing the 
| Exposition. 

Following are the by-laws of the Worid’s 
Fair Exposition of 1892,” as adopted: 

; ARTICLE L 
GOVERNMENT. 

The government and controi of the corpora- 
tion shall be vested in a Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE IL 
STOCKHOLDERS’ MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders shall 

be held the first Saturday of April in each year, 


place in the City of Chicago as may be designated 
by the Board of Directors. 

A written or printed notice, signed by the Pres- 
ident or Secretary, stating the tume¢, place, and

All certificates for shares of the capital stock 
shall be signed by the President and Secretary, 
who shall affix the corporate seal, the ab- 
sence of the President they shall be by 
one of the Vice-Presidents, in their order, They 
shall be numbered in progression, beginning

certificates. A book of stock registry shall 
be kept, in which shall be entered the number of 
each certificate issued, the name and address of 
the stockholder, and the number of shares to 
which he is,entitied.

Bennett from beginning to end. The discus- 
sion waxed hot ali the afternoon and the ex- 
citement increased as the late trains added 
to the crowd that already thronged the 
hotel corridors. While none of: the 
leaders would say anything regarding 
what they thought the action of the confer- 
ence would be it was easy to determine that 
there would by no means be any unanimity 
in the deliberations of the counch. Most of 
tha delegates professed utter ignorance of 
what. wus intended to be done, but they all 
expected a warm time. 

t was nearly 8 o’clock when the .meet- 
ing assemb) in the - State Senate 
Chamber, from which no sound escuped 
save an occasional burst of applause. 
No reporters were admitted. The 
editors of the Sparta Herald and the River 
Falls Independent got in without any trouble, 
but the representatives of the metropolitan 
press were met at the door by two sergeants, 
who informed the gentiemen of the press 
that they were instructed to bar all newspa- 
per men. 3 : 

Chairman Payne called the conference to 
order and delivered an agdress of consider- 
able length, stating; that the object of the 
meeting was to get at the sentiment of the 
party by a free expression of individual and 
representative members. Mr. Payne 
occupied the Speakers chair and in 
front, of him sat the members 
of the committee, of whom eleven responded 
to the roll-call When Mr. Payne had fin- 
ished his address Senator T. A. Dyson of La 
Crosse moved that the reporters be admitted 
to the chamber. There was a good deal of 
discussion on this motion and Chairman 
Payne finally expiained that the members 
would feel under restraint were any news- 
paper-men present and might not express 
themselves as freely as they otherwise 
would. So the conference voted by a large 
majority to keep the press out. The next 
move in order was the appointment of 
a committee to wait on Gov. Hoard, 


‘who was in his office down-stairs, and invite 


him to a seat in the chamber. The Governor 
was, escorted to the Senate by Hod Taylor, 
Capt.J. M. Bean, and Senator Erwin. The 
real work of the conference was then begun, 
and at 9 o’clock they started in to make 
speeches. It was done by Congressional dis- 
tricts, and each man present was allowed 
five minutes to advance his sentiments. It 
was a long piece of work, and the Bennett 
law was handied without gloves as it 
never has been before by the Repub- 
licans. Gov. Hoard through it all 
was as stalwart as when he took his first 
Stand on the matter, and when G. W. Hazel- 
tine of Milwaugee made the statement that 
the law interfered with the parochial schools 
the Governor sprang to his feet and took di- 
rect issue with him. From then on it waxed 
hotter und hotter, and a late hour the speak- 
ing was still in progress. : 

Hod Taylor upheld the prineiples of the 
Bennett law so far as it made education com- 

lsory and kept children out of factories, 
ut advocated a sweeping change in the law 
in order to remove what he could the inter- 
ence with parochial and private schools. 
His remarks created a sensation, inas- 
much as he is the ex-leader of tbe party in 
the State and one of the shrewdest politi- 
clans in the Northwest. Mr. Taylor moved 
the adoption of resolutions pledging the Re- 
publican party to support compulsory educa- 
tion and education in the English language, 
but pledging the party to the repeal of that 
portion of the law interfering with parochial 
and private schools. 

The resolutions were received with enthu- 
Siasm by one wing of the conference 
but before this had subsided 
a young lawyer from Milwaukee 
named Toohey, a Catholic, jumped to the 
floor and accused Mr. led with striving to 
dodge the issue. Mr. Taylor’s resolution 8, 
he said, did not change the present standing 
of the law in the least, and they were char- 
acterized as mere bluff.“ No action was 
taken on the resolutions and the speech- 
making continued. 2 

Mr. Elliott of Milwaukee, ex-District- Attor- 
ney, next offered a set of resolutions in the 
nature of a substitute for the Bennett law. 
He would base the law on the Ohio Com- 
pulsory law, leaving children to the care of 
the parochial schools, when the parents so 
desired, until the age of 14, when: the State 
should demand a requisite amountof instruc- 
tion in English where it had not been given 
before. This resolution met with considera- 
ble favor.

ANOTHER BIG BRIDGE FOR ST. LOUIS; 


The New Structure to be Formally Opened 
Next Saturday. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 30 —([Svecial.|—The 
Merchant’s Bridge, spanning the Mississippi 
at this point, will be formally opened Satur- 
day, May 3. On February 2, 1887, the first 
pile was driven tor the first pier of this 
structure, and fifteen months later the 
bridge was complete. The Governors of 
Missouri and Illinois, and Secretary Noble 
will take part in the dedicatory ceremonies. 
The bridge is located two miles and a half 
above the Gould bridge, its eastern terminal 
being at Venice, III., and its western in the 
waterworks reservation, a little north of 
Venice. The length of the structure is 
2.42236 feet. Among its projectors are Seth 

Cobb, Gov. David R. Francis, Major C. C. 
Rainwater, President John D. Perry of the 
Laclede Bank, and other capitalists. Origi- 
nally capitalized at 6500,00, Jan. 21, 1889, 
the capital stock was increased to $2,000,000 


and the directory enlarged. Among other 


things its franchise provides for reasonabie 
rates and tolls for individuals and corpo- 
rations using the same, and that it shall not 
agree or consent to a consolidation with any 
other bridge or enter into a pooling agree- 
ment under pain of forfeiture of its francaise 
by the United States Government. As at 
present constructed, it is a railway bridge 
pure and simple, but itis the intent toe ulti- 
mately fit it up for the use.of foot passengers 
and general traffic as well, the present 
structure having been erected so that the 
change can be made at a comparatively 
small outlay.

The words were Mrs, Ormiston Chant’s; 
the occasion the celebration of the 10Ist an- 
niversary of the inauguration of George 
Washington as President of tne United 
States. The exercises were held at Central 
Music Hall and were in themselves an exe 
plification of uth of Mrs. Chant’s 
statement. Am “the best ot addresses 
made was the brief one of Mrs. Chant; 
among the most interesting features of the 
entertainment was the flag-drill of sixteen 
high-school giris, appropriately uniformed. 
Women were responsible for two of the most 
patriotic features of the evening. They re- 
ceived the most applause, : 

The meeting was under the auspices of the 
Illinois Sons of the American Revolution. 
Bishop Fallows presided. The Mayor, he 
said, was presiding over a World’s Fair 
meeting. * 

The Rev. S. J. McPherson, thé first speaker, 
thought it was a bright omen of tne future 
glory of the country that the anniversary. of 
a vatriotic event commanded more attention 
than formerly, and he noped the society 
would keep up its labors until the American 
flag floated over every schoolnouse in the 
United States. There were two reasons why 
the movement was a good one. : 

First, 1t stimulated the study of American 
history—and history, like charity, he thought 
should begin at home. He wanted his chil- 
dren to know the simple annals of colonial 
life, the story of the Revolution, the Rebeil- 
ion, and of social development, bece ase it 
showed tue development of a free and un: 
fettered people. ad 

Second, such celebrations as that last 
night kept in view the great American he- 
roes. He dilated at length on ine character 
of Wash.ngton, who, he said, was greater 
than the Declaration of Independence or the 
Constituuon, because he stqod as the flesh 
and blood embo*imentof both. The speaker 
did not claim we could imitate his marvelous 
achievements, but we could his character. 

Mr. W. J. Onahan spoke for the foreign- 
born population. He had a reverence for the 
Stars and Stripes when he landed, and he 
thought tne heart of every Irish lad had been 
stirred by the same emotions. under similar 
circumstances. The foreign-born citizens 
would not be found wanting in loyaity to 
Ameriqa and American institutions when 
their services were required. 

Then came Mrs. Cnant, and the spectacle 
of an Englishwoman making a patriotic 
American speech was an interesting one. 
She was full of regard for England, but also 
full of love for America. 

“It is not enougu.“ she said, “to teach 
your sons and daughter: to be proud of 
America; you must also teach them to make 
Ame ica proud of them.“ 

She told one or two anecdotes. mentioned 
“the cup of tea you gave us in Boston Har- 
bor.“ and said in conclusion: ) 

“T can’t help thinking what a future lies 
in your grasp if you are true to this idea of 
disseminating patriotic knowledge. Those | 
Who come after us will be happy or unhappy 
as we sow the seed.“ 

The program was a varied and interesting } 
one. In addition to the addresses mentioned 
there were some five-minute talks, and music, 
both mstrumental and vocal. Mr. Thomas 
Wilson gave variations of America on 
the organ, the Weber Quartet sang patriotic 
airs, tne audience joining in on tne chorus. 
Mr. E. H. Rexford played a cornet solo and 
also gave the bugle calls. Prof. Lyman and 
Miss Jessie Hepburn gave recitations. Mr.“ 
Rexford, by the way, was guilty of a pretty 
stage trick. He is an old army bugler, and 
was down on the program to blow, among 

ther things, the Retreat.“ When that

PROTEST AGAINST THE SILVER BILL 


Chairman of the Knights of Labor Gives 
His Views on the Question. 

Wasurneron, D. C., April 30.—Mr. Ralph 
Beaumont, Chairman of the National Legis- 
lative Committee of the Knights of Labor, 
has Written Maj. William McKinley Jr. a 
letter criticising the pending Silver bill. 
After summarizng the prom‘nént features 
of the bill Mr. Beaumont asks: 

„Why does the caucus of your party de- 
cide that the bankers may use these certifi- 
cates as money, while by farmers and busi- 
ness-men they can only be used as notes in 
the face of the iaw? On what grounds of 


equity and justice does your party caucus 


say that these silver certificates shall be 
legal tender for tne use of reserve for Na- 
tional banks, while it is denied to the mort- 
gage debtor to meet his interest and prioci- 
pal to these same banks! This bill 
creates money for bankers, and notes for 
the farmers. It is not notes these farm- 
ers are in need of. They are already bur- 
dened down with notes. It is money that 
they want with which they may liqu.date 
their indebtedness to their bondsmen, and 
not notes that the bondsmen may refuse to 
take when tendered to them. If you, as 
leader of the House, let this measure pass 
you are guilty of committing a grievous 
wrong. These overburdéned tillers of the 
sou are in no mood to be trifled with. They 
are desperate. 

“You, as the leader of your party in the 
House, are on the point of pressing a 
measure through the House known as a 
Turiff bill, which you say is to protect these 


} tillers of the soil from ruinous competition 


from abroad. Let me again, I beg, warn 
you, these same tillers of the soil have come 
to the conclusion that it is not from competi- 
uon from avroad that they are suffering, 
but, on the contrary, it is from leguli dis- 
criminations against them in the interest of 
coporate wealtu by just such unfair legisia- 
tion as is contained in this bill.”

Most of the injured men live on Forty-fifth 
street in the neighborhood of La Salle street 
and Wentworth avenue. Some of them were 
removed to their homes and others were 
taken to the County Hospital. About 100 
men were at work on the building, which is 
a brick structure and is being put 
up y Contractor Van Kirk.

The seal at May, 1890, promises to be an 
eventful memorable May-Day, both in 
this country and in Europe. In the evolu- 

ce it has swung far away

cept in remote and primitive communities 
the May-pole has vanished. In cities ano 
towns the day has been devoted to the per- 
ipatetic passion of the householder and ten- 
ant, and today a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation will observe its‘annual practice of 
moving and gratifying its restless, feverish 
desire for change by piling its household 
goods upon wains and transferring them to 
other quarters in more or less dilapidated 


condition. 


There will probably be as much of this 


restlessness observable this May-Day as on | | 
1 any previous one, but it will not be as notice- 
‘| able, for in the evolution of the day another 


element has come in which will also ciaim a 
large share of public attention. The moving 
will not be confined to tenants. Omer move- 


ments, still more important in their charac 


ter, will take place. Labor has claimed the 


‘day for its demonstrations and will parade 


its prdcessions and make its demands of cap- 
‘ital in the large cities of the United States 
and Europe. As Chicago always takes the 
lead in this country it is not remarkable that 
it is ‘regarded as the storm-center of 
the ¢ight-hour movement. The demand 
will be made here with the max- 


imum of energy on its side, and its suc- 


cess elsewhere will be proportionate to the 
success it achieves here. Chicago will set 
the fashion for the number of hours that 
constitute a day’s work and the compensa- 


tien to, be received. Though only the car- 
‘penters now appear upon the surface, the 


demonstration will probably be a large one 
and the demand wil be clearly made. There 
is no reason to anticipate any trouble. The 
warning came soon enough for the authori- 
ties to be fully prepared to meet and put 
down any violence with resoluteness and 
promptitude. The problem will not be set- 
tled in a day, however. ‘he law of political 
economy cannot, be brushed aside with a 
wave of the hand. If, as it now appears, 


labor shall demand a decrease of hours with 


an increase of wages; if it demands, ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, then work- 
men must expect long and hard fric- 
non in the present relations before 
they can be satisfactorily adjusted. Work- 
ingmen must expect.that eniployers will 
import non-union laborers to do their 
work and that they will demand of the 
municipal, and if need be of the State, au- 
thorities protection in their right to 
carry on business, and that the municipality 
must protect them or hold itself liabie in 
damages if any loss occurs to them through 
its neglect. They must remember that even 
if they should succeed in obtaining eight 
hours in Chicago, while other cities did 
business on à ten-hour basis, it would 
be of no value to them, since con- 
sumers and manufacturers would go 
where they could buy d manufacture 
cheapest, and the ten hour cities would under- 
| buy, undersell, and eventually close business 
in the eight-hour cit... They should re- 
member that if they succeed in reducing 
hours and increasing wages, thereby increas- 
ing the cost of production, all classes of deal- 
ersin cities would tax back proportionately 
and the purchasing u power of-wages would 
be diminished in the @ end. They should still 
further remember that if they were taken at 
their word and every one should strike they 
would go to bed supperiess and in twenty- 
four hours chaos would set in. 

The labor ferment in Europe will abo man- 
ifest itself today. In England there will be 
great processions and a demonstration at 
Hyde Park, and probably all will go off 
peaceably, as the Trades Council has refused 


to be dominated by the Socialists or to allow 


their heresies to get into the resolutions. In 
Germany the question is more serious, as the 
working men are saturated with socialism in 
that country and may be disposed to commit 
acts of violence, but as the Goveriment has 
large forces of troops in readfness any riot- 
ing will be promptly suppressed, In France 
and Austria the May movement is dominated 
to a considerable extent by Socialists and 
Anarchists, and they may seek to make 
trouble, but the Governments of both coun- 
tries are fully prepared to meet it. Organ- 
ized demonstrations will also occur in Bel- 
gium, Spain, and Italy but in all three the 
Government will de on the alert. There 
may be some trouble here and there, 
but there is no danger of a general outbreak, 
for the long warning given has enabled the 
various Governments to get in readiness to 
quell any disturbance. The leaders of work- 
ingmen also are growing wiser and learn- 
ing that they gain nothing by violence, but, 
onthe other hand, that it sets back their 
cause. They know they have nothing to 
gain by public disorder. There is little dan- 
ger, therefore, of trouble, but, all the same, 
May-Day is going to be an eventful one, ana 
ite outcome will be watched with great inter- 
est both in this country and in Europe, és- 
pecially in its relations to the adjustment of 
the eight-hour question. 


THREE NOTABLE INVENTIONS. 

There was published in yesterday’s Tris- 
UNE an article from a Boston paper giving 
an account of a newly-invented process for 
rolling tubes directiy from steel, iron, brass, 
or any other metal in a molten condition—in 
other words, for making | seamless tubes 
which it is claimed will be superior in 
strength and finish to metal pipes made in 
any other way. If whatis asserted of this 
invention be true it will result in an énor- 
mous economy in manufacture, for it avoids 
the labor, machinery, heating, handling, and 
waste of material required in the manufact- 
ure of tubing after thé ordinary process. 

The discovery will also come in good time 
for the City of Chicago. The most feasible 
plan for the abolition ot the smoke nuisance 
is by the manufacture of steam at central 
batteries and its distribution thence for heat 
and power purposes, same as gas and water 
are distributed in pipes. The great difficulty 
in doing that hitherto has always, been in 
the large pipes, which have to be made or 
considerable thickness tg secure the nec 
essary strength, and are quite expensive. 
This problem of efficient piping was one of 
the worst which the New York Heat and 
Power company had to contend with at first, 
for its pipes, subjected to a heavy strain and 
constant expansion and contravtion, were 
frequently bursting, although that latter 
difficulty hus been overcome. 

There is an ordinance before the City Coun- 
cil for a ‘steam-distributing company. Those 
who are interested in it would do well to 
familiarize themselves with this.-Boston in- 
vention. If id does all that is claimed for it

there is in his discovery and use it if it does 
what he alleges it does. 

The third invéntion is one which it is 
claimed adds 50 per cent to the strength of 
iron wire. A manufactory using the few 
process is now in operation in this city, so 
that this discovery has passed beyond the 
state of theory. Hitherto iron for the man- 
ufacture of wire has been heated. and then 
drawn out. When it cooled it was reheated 
and drawn again till it got to the desired 
smallness of size. The stretching of the 


heated metal, however, disrupts the adhesive- 


ness of the particles and weakens the metal, 
so that the strain which it can stand is being 
all the time disproportionately decreased. 
By the new process the wire is cold-drawn, 
and it is stated that when thus made, as elab- 
orate tests have proved, itean stand 50 per 
cent moré strain than the hot-drawn. The 
value of this invention in the construction of 
telegraph‘ lines, suspension bridges, ele- 


‘vators, cables, etc., can be seen at a glance. 


It will minimize the repair bills and reduce 
the outlay for new wire, 


_ RAISING THE DUTIES ON CARPETS. 

There will be found in another column 
some extracts from the protest of the Carpet 
Manufacturers“ Association against the in- 
creased duty on the third-class wools which 
are used in their business and which are not 
and will not be grown inthis country. At 
present these wools, when costing 12 cents or 
less @ pound, pay a duty of g cents a pound; 
when over 12, of 5 cents. It is proposed to 
raise these duties to 8 and 8 cents. 

This tax has no element of protection in it, 
for it can néver encourage the growth of 
what are called carpet wools. It is pure 
* McKinleyism. Tue only effect of itis to 
add some to the revenues of the Government 
and much to the cost of carpets, which to the 
people north of Mason and Dixon’s line may 
be fairly classed among the necessaries of 
life. The manufacturers estimate that the 
cheap two-ply ingrains, tlie carpets which the 


‘common folks mostly use, will be increased 


in price 12.67 cents per square yard. There 
will be an advance on the more expensive 
carpetings, but it will not be proportionately 
so great. It is always the poor who are 
singled out for bleeding by the authors of 
the McKinley bill. They seem to havea 
prejudice against poverty ana to think that 
toe less a man has the more he should be 
taxed. 

Mr. McKinley will say to the carpet men:“ 
At is true your wool will cost you more, but 
we have put up tne duty on imported carpet- 
ings so you can charge the people much 
more.“ The reply of the manufacturers is 
that they want no mbdre protection of that 
kind; that they have already ail they need, 
and all they ask is to be letalone, The pres- 
ent duty on carpets is so high that for years 
none of the cheaper kinds has been im- 
ported. The American manufacturer has 
had such large measure of protection that he 
has had the home market entirely to himself. 
Is not that enough? : 

Then why raise the duty on third-class wools 
from 20 to W per cent when no wool of that 
kind is grown inthis country? Why force 
him to charge the people more for his carpets 
and thus lessen cansumption? If the manu- 
facturer does not do that be must mix more 
cotton and shoddy with his wool and the peo- 
ple will get an inferior article. And why, 
worst of all, is the manufacturer hypocrit- 
ically told that this is for his own good and 
that he will flourish under it? Where do the 
consumers come in in all this business? 


LA FOLLETTE AS MARK TAPLEY. 

After the fashion of the worthy who prided 
himself on being self-made and consistently 
worshiped his creator, Congressman La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin looks npon the McKuiniey 
bill, which he as a member of the Ways and 
Meahs Committee helped to frame, and says 
admiringly: 


The bill is perfect [7] as it stands. I think the 
bill is one of the best protection bills that ever 
came from the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives.

| terial respect,” and ‘‘will pass as it came 
from the committee and very soon.“ 


All 
this talk shows that the gentieman is a born 
optimist and is liable to meet with disap- 
pointment. But let us ask him to explain a 
littie. If it is practicable to enlarge the home 
market in this country so it will absorb $75,- 
000,000 worth Of agricultural products now 
imported farmers would be lastingly indebted 
to Mr. La Follette if ne would explain the 
nature of the discovery.

The food or agricuitural products now im- 
ported into this country in commercial quan- 
t.ties are nearly all on the free-list already, 
and the most striking change proposed by 


the McKinley bill is that which will add 


sugar to the free-list. Sugar is the greatest 
article of importation on thé dutiable list, 
and amounts to over $70,000,000, or 12 per 
cent of the total, and $12,000,000 of free sugar 
ae. the Sandwich Islands. Coffee is the 

great food product imported. and 
ee to over $60,000,000, or 8 per cent of 
the total. Tea comes néxt with an annual 
importation running from $13,000,000 to $19,- 
000,000, or 2 per cent of the whole list. Evi- 
dently these great importations are not to be 
stopped, The McKisiley bill provides that 
sugar, as well as tea and coffee, shall be free 
of duty, Hides constitute the agricultural 
import next in value, but the proposed tax on 
them was so piainly injurious to the public 
that the McKinley committee had to abandon 
it. The McKinley bill makes no changes in 
respect to tropical fruits and nuts and dye- 
stuffs, and it is inconceivable that any duties 
would promote the growing of bananas, 
iN and pineapples in the United

port and not of import. Wheat and bread: 
stuffs are exported to the value of $125,000, -

DAMAGED WHEAT CROP. 

Phere seems now to be little reason to doubt 
the claim made a month ago that a large ber- 
centage of our grow:ng winter wheat had 
been killed off by the frosts which occurred 
in the middie ot March. Few believed it 
then. Many have since changed their opinion. 
The tardiness with which the statenient 
found credence Was due to the fact that the 
situation was @ hovel one, outside the range 
of an ordinary experience. The wheat plant 
is sufficiently hardy to bear freezing, and 
will thrive after losing a fall growth by 
nipping off in cold Weather. But last winter 
failed to bring its long-time concomitants of 
below-zero temperature and biting storm. 
It was a balmy season, which allowed 
the grain to. flourish right along and de- 
velop to a stage far ahead of that at 
which the last coid spell leaves it in a nor- 
mal season to be fostered and brought up 
again from tne root by the warm rays of the 
advancing sun. AS a consequence the nip- 
ping process of a month ago caught the 
wheat ata point where the root did not con- 
tain sufficient vitality to send forth another 
vigorous shoot to take the place of the old 
one, and the fact is only now coming out as 
the greater warmth fails to bring forth the 


decking the fields with spring verdure. In 
the northern part of the winter-wheat belt 
the damage is at a minimum, but further 
south, where the process of vegetation 
was further advanced, the mischief 
is now ascertained to be a great 
one, The “condition” fails to show 
any improvement as time rolls along, 
and this State appears to fare about the 
worst of the lot. In the Northwest the 
spring wheat was in the ground in good 
order, but rain is sadly needed there to cause 
a healthy growth, and numerous complaints 
of dryness are sent to this city. With this 
comes a gathering assurance that the re- 
serves of both kinds of wheat from the crop 
of last yeur are much less than indicated by 
the Washington figurés, on which the for- 
eigners have counted as reason for absence 
of anxiety in regard to the supply of their 
own wants. After making allowance for 
unwillingness to sell till there is a fair pros- 
pect for another crop. it can hardly be de- 
nied that the ‘quantity remaining in first 
hands, added to the visible supply, is not suf- 
ficiently large to encourage the idea of free 
offerings in the next two. months.

THE LEVEE SYSTEM. 

‘The New York Times, in discussing the 
methods for controlling the waters of the 
Lower Mississippi and keeping them within 
bounds, has this to say of the jetties, upon 
which: the theory of the leyee system is 
based: 

The — purpose of the jetties is quite differ“ 
ent fro that of aisposing of the flood waters 
above New Orleans. That purpose was to give 
a deep channel from the Gulf through which 
large steamers could reach the port of New 
Orleans. This was accomplished by obstructing 
some of the passes of the lower delta and nar- 
rowing the main outlet, thus forcing the water to 
a stronger current which washed/out the river bed 
to the desired depth. As a means of maintaining 
a channel for large steamers the plan has been 
successful, butits main purpose was not to dis- 
pose of flood waters. The river is 3,000 feet wide 

and 200 feet deep opposite the City of New 
Orleans, while it is only 500 feet wide and less 
than 30 feet deep at the jetties, With subsidiary 
outlets stillopen, Because the channel is main- 
tained and the water that gets to the lower delta 
is disposed. of it. does not follow that simiiar 
methods can be used to prevent floods above 
New Orleans. 


Eads jettied but one of the various chan-

TALKING OF SILVER.

Boston Journal (Rep): Senator Teller’s 
silver bill provides for unlimited taking of silver 
bullion by the Treasury, unlimited issues of cer- 


tificates to pay for it. and unlimited coinage of 
silver dollars. It is about as extreme and dan- 


gerous a proposition as could be formulated. 


Philadelphia Times (Dem.): There never 


was a period, even under the supreme stress of 


civil war, When so monstrous a speculative 
scheme could have been entertained by any part 
in Congress, and the fact that it has now receiv 
the indorsement of a joint committee of Con 
gress and is likely to be passed under caucus or- 
ders is one of the most appalling signs of the 


times. 

‘Boston Globe (Dem.): If the Government 
may take the products of the mines and issue 
circulating notes based upon the value thereof, 
why may it not treat the products of the wheat- 
fields in the same way?

Salt Lake Tribune (Rep.): The silver bill as 
finally agreed upon by the two Houses will do, 
If Mr. Teller can get in a full legal tender attach- 
ment so much the better, but even without it the 
bill willdo.

The Sugar Trust Getting In Its Work. 

“It is probably true,” says the Pittsburg Dis- 
‘patch (Rep.), that the Sugar Trust succeeded 
in. getting the 5 per cent ad valorem margin of 
protection allotted to it by the first draft of the 
bill changed to a specific duty of four-tenths of a 
dent.“ This is positively true, and not merely a 
matter of probability. Moreover, the 5 per cent 
differential duty (equivalent to one-sixth of a 
cent per pound) Was not only to be found in the 
“first draft of the bill, but was also retained, 
ostensibly as the final conclusion of the commit- 


dee, until the night before the bill was reported 


to the House. The change was made at an inter- 
esting midnight conference in Mr. McKinley’s 
private rooms, 
of Sugar Trust certificates on the Stock Ex- 
change has advanced about 811 a share and the 
purchases have deen very large. In other 
words, the market value of the trust as a whole 
has been increased about $5,500,000, It is a curious 
coincidence that the action of Mr. McKinley and 
his associates was extremely unsatisfactory to 
Mr. Spreckels, the trust’s most formidable and 
troublesome competitor.

LEO XIII, AGAINST SOCIALISM, 


Significant Letter from the Pope to a Ger- 
man Bishop. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE

Rome, April 30.— Ihe Pope has redeemed 
his promise to inaucurate worldwide social 
reform movements which he made week be- 
fore last. He said he would at once grapple 
with social disorder and African slavery. 
Leo XIII. has begun this tremendous task by 
writing a powerful appeal to the German 
Bishops urging them to begin at oncea 
crusade in defense of society and civilization 
against the revolutionary spirit of Socialism. 
Inis important document is addressed to 
Archbishop Krementz of Cologre and is 
made public by the Vatican tonight in the 
face of the threatened universal labor dem- 
onstration of tomorrow. It will be followed 
by similar pontifical rescripts to other na- 
ons. The Pope asserts that the church’s 
part in the work of relieving the situation 
Will be more important than that of civil 
Governmetits, because the divine force 
inherent in religion will turn men willingly 
to be just and honest. The Pope says: In 
order that the action of the church may be 
more effective asthe times require, all of 
the means placed in its hands must be put 
into operation, a reunited force for the 
one sole purpose to lessen the gravity 
of the evil. Above all things it is 
our duty to seek with patience and 
assiduity to induce people to correct their 
habits and to habituate themselves to con- 
form in public and private life to the doc- 
trine and example of Christ. It would be 
weil if in the questions which are agitating 


various classes the precepts of justice and 


charity are not violated and that the 
differences which arise might be settied by 
the paternal and authoritative intervention 
of holy priests.” ‘

since that date it had not sent an order there, 
and in his conversation with members of 
other firms the same or nearly the same state 
of affairs was developed. 

“ Formerly it was the custom for a largé 
number of speculators and other traders in 
this market to hedge at Chicago, but the in- 
frequency of quotations and the longer time 
it takes to communicate with that market 
make tas impossible and whenever 
it is now 
with New York, whose quotations come more 
and are watched 
much more closely. The same informant 
says that business between this market 
and New York is much larger than for- 
merly and is growing, and that New York is 
evidently transferring considerable of its 
business to Duluth, preferring to trade there 
rather than at Chicago, There would be 
much more business done with New York 
but for high telegraph tolls.“ 

Today few quotations of Chicago prices 
were known here, and coming some minutes 
and even a quarter and a half hour apart no 
one would risk trading there. The change 
has no doubt been /beneficial' to the Duluth 
market.

articles, attacking ex-Judge Henry Hilton 
and the memory of A. T. Stewart. The 
grand jury this afternoon found in- 
dictments for criminai libel against 
Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor, John 
me Cockerill, ‘editor-in-chief, Julius 
Chambers, managing editor, and James F. 
Graham, city editor, all of the World, for the 
statements made in the newspaper which 
they conduct under the title of A Btory of 
Contemporaneous Society.” As soon as the 
second part of the pretended sensation ap- 
peared, under the ttle of “The Story of 
Mary ’’—Mary being supposed to have been a 
sister of Mr. Stewart—Judge Hilton con- 
cluded that the matter had gone far enough. 

What caused the indictments was a letter 
from ex-Judge Hiiton to District-Attorney 
Feliows, in which he says: 

“I beg to call to your attention a series of 
libelous articles upon the late Alexander 
T. Stewart and upon myself, which appeared 
in the World. The. articles, as will appear 
on the most casual inspection, are grossly 
libelous on their face, though they consist 
chiefly in groundiess insinuation aud 
assumptions. I have lived too long, 
and had too much experience of life, and 
been too much accustomed to bear misrepre- 
sentation and abuse to be disturbed by the 
utterances of such mendacious miscreants, 
and cannot be compelled to buy my peace 
from abuse by them either by paying money 
or by advertising in such an infamous sheet. 
Nor would I think of di a them by 
dringing a civil suitfor libel, I do not go 
‘sank hunting’ for pleasure. It is a game 
the capture of which scarcely repays the 
chase. 

„Had the articles been confined to libdeling 
me I should have treated them with con- 
temptuous silence. But when they malign 
the memory of my dead friend and bene- 
factor, woose name was a synonym for high 
character, perfect integrity, and unques- 
tioned personal purity, as well as matchless 
sagacity and business success—when he is 
held up as the author of ‘a dark and secret 
crime,’ as a man who ‘invited guests to meet 
his mistresses at his table,“ as ‘a pirate of 
the dry-goods ocean,’ and I know that such 
infamous libels are not only false but 
absolutely without the slightest foun- 
dation ia fact. I owe it to his 
memory that such shameless and wanton 
traducers—béside whom the robbers of 
his grave were gentiemen of refinement and 
character—sbould be brought to answer for 
their infamous crime at the bar of public 
ustice. It is with that purpose in view that 

write this letter-and send these papers, 
that you may exhibit these libeis to the 
grand jury for such action as they may deem 
proper.“ 

Tne indictment starts out by stating that 
“the said Joseph Pulitzer, Jonn H. Cockerill, 
Julius Chambers, and James F. Graham, 
‘peing’ persons of envious and wicked minds 
and of most malicious dispositions, ‘have con- 
spirea’ toinjure, defame, vilify, -and dis- 
grace the memory and character, name and 
reputation of one Alexander T. Stewart.” 
Then it accuses the persons indicted of 
baving exposed tne memory of Alexander T. 
Stewart to hatred, contempt and obloquy ”’ 
by causing it to be believed “thas Mr. tew- 
art was a man ‘not only of at avarice 
and cupidity, but also of a vicious, immoral, 
depraved, and criminal mind and disposition, 
and had committed an act of great moral 
turpitude’; that Mr. Hilton had contrived to 
conceal the crime; that he obtained there- 
by ‘an improper and wicked influence’ over 
A. T. Stewart; that Mr. Hilton had used this 
influence to get possession of Stewart’s 
property, and tbat Stewart had to submit to 
such influences ‘under penalty of the dis- 
closure and publication of his guilt.““ Then 
follow extracts from the World on which the 
charge of hbel is founded. One says that 
Henry Hilton’s influence over A. T. Stewart 
was founded on a crime,“ and the crime 
involved the honor of a woman. Another 
describes what the result would have been if 
this alleged crime had become generally 
known. 

The indictment was handed up to Judge 
Cowing in the Court of General Sessions by 
Assistant District-Attorney Lindsay. Bench 
warrants were immediately issued, ana 
Julius Chambers and James F. Granam were 
soon escorted to the District-Attorney’s of- 
fices, followed by a small squad of the Worid’s 
employés. They were arraigned before Judge 
Martine in the Court of General Sessions. 
Bail was furnished at $1,000 each. This was 
turnished. 

The grand jury based the indictment upon 
Sections 242 and 248 of the penal code, relat- 
ing to criminal libel, a misdemeanor. As ex- 
Judge Hilton does not charge libel against 
himself, he avoids cross-examination upon 
the witness stand. 

The World will say tomorrow in a leader: 

“Henry Hilton has thought proper to pro- 
cure the indictment of the proprietor of tne 
Word and of members of its staff for alleged 
defamation of the late A. T. Stewart. 

It is not true that the World has wanton- 
ly maligned the dead. It has said nothing 
about the deceased merchant except

death to plunder nis unfortunate widow and 
heirs. The World has dealt with the living. 
It has charged, and repeats the charges here 
and now, that Henry Hilton preyed upon 
Stewart and robbed and defrauded rs. 
Stewart. Henry Hilton cannot sneak behind 
the ghost of the man whose generosity he so 
grossly and criminally abused to turn public 
attention from hisown infamy. It is Hilton 
whom the World accuses and whom it in- 
vites to a test of the truth of its charges in 
the courts. 


“We do not intend to allow Hilton to play.

New ORLEANs, La., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Point Manior levee, in Pointe Coupee Parish, 
broke today. Itis the levee adjoining Her- 
mitage dike, whichis tne largest embank- 
ment in Louisiana, being thirty-five feet 
high, Great apprehension is felt for Hermit- 
age dike, for if that levee gives way the situ- 
ation will be serious. The engineers here 
say that it will turn the whole of False River 
into a crevasse, and the cost of rebuilding 
these levees will be enormous. 

Point Manior levee is seven miles above 
Hobdell crevasse, West saton Rouge Parish.

New Orveans, La, April 30.—Capt. King- 
man of the United States engineers in con- 
versation today with a reporter expressed 
the belief that the break in the Lobdeil levee 
would be closed.

In showing the effect of this 
increase they cite one exampie: Glass 
vases, selling at wholesale in this conn- 
try at from 87 cents to $4 per’ dozen, 
cost for cases, packing, transportation, 5 per 
cent; commission to agent, freight to seaport, 
and ocean freignt, 45 per cent on the cost at 
factory. Add to this a duty of 45 per cent 
and the price is almost doubled by the time 
the goods are in the hands of the people. 
China vases and otner fancy china articles 
ranging at the same prices have about the 
same amount of expense attached to them, 
and, in addition, a auty of 60 per cent. The 
firm points out that there is no necessity for 
this increase of duty, as none of these articles 
are made in this country, and the only toy 
sets Manufactured in the United States are 
those made of pewter, and not china, 

In closing their letter they say: | 

„% We most emphatically protest against the 
general enormous increase of duty proposed 
by the McKinley bill, We believe in protect- 
ing American industries, but cannot support 
this measure, as its object seems to be 
make miliionaires ic the very shortest time 
of manufacturers, and to accomplish this ob- 
ject the masses will have to buy at greatly 
advanced prices, simply to enrich those who 
already have more than their share of this 
world’s goods.
